Questioned

agree with an estimate his 
school finance bill will cost 
$1.8 billion, says the longer 
the state waits the more 
expensive school finance will 
become.

“Any rational analysis of 
this bill reveals it is funded 
largely at the state level and 
will cause absolutely no local 
tax increases,” Kubiak said. 
Kubiak said the biggest 
arguements over his bill 
involve the teacher salary 
proposals. 
The bill, approved 7-5 by 
the 
Public 
Education 
Committee last week, raises 
beginning teacher salaries 
from $6,600 to $10,000 a year. 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe proposed 
raising the salaries to $7,430 
annually.

Stronger Than Companies Want

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - A 
utility regulation bill ap­ 
proved by the Texas Senate 
is stronger control than 
utility companies want, but 
considerably weaker than 
consumer groups prefer. 
Sen. William T. Moore, D- 
Bryan, sponsor of the bill, 
said the proposal is a good 
start toward elim inating 


Texas' status as the only 
state with no control over 
rates set by telephone and 
other utilities. 
“I think this bill has a 
chance of passing," Moore 
said. “A great number of 


people want no regulation at 
all. On the other hand we 
have 
people 
that 
want 
regulation to be so strict that 
it would be financially im­ 
possible for the utilities to 
operate When you take the 


consumer advocate position 
to the extreme you go into 
socialistic communism.” 
Katy Davis, a Common 
Cause representive, said 
Senate approval of the bill 
marked a black Monday for 


the state's consumers. 
Sen. 
Ron 
Clower, 
D- 
G arland, 
considered 
a 
consumer advocate in the 
Senate, disagreed. 
“We have a workable bill 
that is good for the con­ 


sumer, good for the utilities 
and, for the first time in the* 
state of Texas, will allow us 
to regulate utilities,” Clower 
said. 
The bill creates a three- 
m em ber appointed com ­ 
m ission to regulate in­ 
trastate telephone rates and 
rates of private electric, 
water and sewer utilities. It 
leaves regulation of natural 
gas utilities to the Texas 
Railroad Commission. 
Rep. Raul Longoria, D- 
Edinburg, lost 19-11 an at­ 
tempt also to give the utility 
commission 
power 
to 
regulate gas utilities. 
Clower 
attem pted 
to 
amend the bill to allow 
public 
election 
of 
the 
members, but that proposal 
was rejected 21-8. 
Speaker Bill Clayton said 
it will probably be next week 
before the House can begin 
debate on utility regulation. 
House members voted 101- 
36 Monday for legislation by 
Rep. 
Joe 
Pentony, 
D- 
Houston, 
lim iting 
the 
amount of money candidates 
may spend in statew ide 
political 
cam paigns 
in 
Texas. 
Pentony said his bill limits 
spending in the governor’s 
race to $850,000 in the 
primary and general elec­ 
tions, and to $325,000 in 
primary runoffs. 
“I think $850,000 is enough 
for anybody to communicate 
with the electorate,” he said. 
"Above that you’re buying 
the office.”
